This Is no small tritjute from 
Colomblo'a government, which 
eorUer bad mixed emotions obout 
the peoce corps' community de- 
velopment project. It is aimed at 
providing' technical know-how 
for the construcUoa of roods 
ond buildings while Uoching vU- 
lagers how to help themselves. 

Although Colombians welcomed 
the technical old, they were scar- 
ed stiff at the thought of the 
self-help psychology. Ttie lost 
thluB they wanted wns a group 
of young North American sea- 
lots storting gross root move- 
menta tbat could get out of con- 
troL 

Also, Colombia Is 05 per cent 
Catholic, ond a few of tho local 
priests openly opposed the Ideo 
of 'Trotestont misilonorles" rov- 
ing around their flocks.

For obvious TCnaona. Russia hna choHen 
to plnce the. United Nations In financial 
jeoiinrdy through tho simple expedient of 
refiiflins to pay her share of Confto and 
other expenses contrary to Russian in- 
terests. Not 30 obvious is Kusafa's long- 
rango attitude toward tho U.N. In spite 
of obfitructionlst tactics, the continual 
veto and ciullcss harangues, Russia can 
use the United Nations, if only as a world 
propnganda platform. It would seem tho 
communists could kill the U.N. ti'uitc 
effectively and finally ty merely aban- 
doning it. 

If Rusaia refused to participate any 
further in U.N. affairs, the world or- 
ganization could bo expected to become 
ju.st as ineffective as the old X/cague of 
■ Nations when cpngress refused to ratify 
piirticipation by this country. The suc- 
ccis of any world organization hinges on 
the active participation of all major 
powers. 

Russia continues to participate, but 
pointedly refuses to pay assesamenta and 
therein might lie part of the communist 
strategy for eventual world control. 

Communistli have declared tho United 
States will be forced to spend itself into 
bankruptcy. Perhaps tho refusal to pay 
U.N. levies is based on the belief that the 
United States will-pick up tho tab. Tho 
' inconsistency is that the present 100 or 
200 million dollars would scarcely ■ bo 
expected to break a nation already sad- 
dled with a public debt nearly 2,000 times 
larger." 

Anyway, tho U.S. apparently will make 
up some of the deficit, already planning 
to bu^ up some 100 million doOars worth 
of United Nations bonds. Protests can be 
expected when such a proposol Is present- 
ed to congress, yet eventual approval ap- 
pears now to be almost a certainty. 

It won't bo tho last time the United 
Nations will be in financial difficulty nor 
>will It be the last time this country helps 
keep the .organization going. In many in- 
stances, U.S. and U.N. have been almost 
synonymous and thta country is dedicat- 
ed to s.c eking and maintaining pcaCQ 
through tho United ' Nations whenever 
and wherever possible. ■ 



ROOSTING AT HOME . 

Twin Falls residents need look no for- 
-ther than under their own noses if they 
arc interested in all the expenses and im- 
plications of welfare programs. Tho New- 
bUTKii cueU caught the national Bpotlight, 
but Twin Falls county has a problem, too. 

County commissioners budgeted $215,- 
000 In 1961 for tho poor fund, and mchi- 
bcrs of tho commission have been com- 
plaining right along that poor fund ex- 
penditiures have shown startling increas- 
es.' Proof of tho contention comes with 
transfer of another ?20,000 into the fund 
in excess of the budget. 

Major Items in claims against the poor 
fund are medical expenses. If the county 
is charged with providing medical care 
for the needy,, tho problem almost defies 
solution. Certainly no one would con- 
tend that -medical assistance be cur- 
tailed jusf to keep the poor fund within 
ita budget. And yet it's obvious thai 
some place along the way, thcro has to be 
tt limit. ^ 

Perhaps tho formeictoimty policy of 
ipaintnining a county doctor and staff to 
care for needy patients has a great deal 
of merit. Commission Chairman Henry 
Crow points out the county previously 
budgeted 518,000 annually for tho doc- 
tor and siiaff. And In -other years, the 
poor futid 'has left a balance on hand. 
This year, patients could'sclect their own 
doctor and tho budgeted funds have been 
spent. 

Tho experience would indlcote ia re- 
turn to tho program of using a county 
doctor and staff. Citizens are likely to 
continue to hear of such cases, not only 
in Twin Falls but nearly everyplaco else.

New sugar legislation ex- 
pected from congress mny assign a larger 
percentage of the , U.S. market to do- 
mcstic producEra. If sugar beet producer.^ 
get a liubBtffntlaT increase, tho impact 
will be felt in several regions, including 
AlaRic Valley. 

. For all purposes, plant capacity im.- 
poaes a real limit on the amount of sugar 
beets that 'Sin be gj-own. Individual 
sugar rcfincriea will not contract for 
beets beyond their capacity to proceas. 

If beet growers are to provide a muiA 
lawer percentage of the nation's sugar, 
it follows that plant expansions will bo 
in order. Because of tho cost, any beet 
sugar quota increase would have to be of 

a permanent andlong-rango nature. ■
